Crop Rotation. 


Showing farmers how they may in­ 
crease their incomes from crops all 
the way from two to five times as much 
as that commonly received, a bulletin 
issued by the department of agricul­ 
ture at Washington declares that few 
farmers realize the difference in in­ 
come that may be produced by the 
systematic introduction and rotation 
of clover or other leguminous crops 
over the entire area of their tillable 
land. The bulletin deals with prin­ 
ciples which it is declared are vital to 
successful farming in the corn belt. 
Flans are given of six types of farm­ 
ing that may be substituted for the 
usual one of raising only corn and 
oats now practiced.

At present

q uito out of the way . 
The other day 
the secretary of agriculture gave orn 
a scrap of information to the effect 
that on the average the city retailer 
of meats made a gross profit of 38 
per cent on each pound of meat he 
sold. 
The secretary proposes now to 
enlarge the field of Inq uiry and dis­ 
cover who is responsible for the high 
prices consumers have to pay for eggs, 
potatoes, flour, vegetables, butter and 
other dairy products. As might be ex ­ 
pected of the champion of the agricul­ 
tural Interests of the country , the sec­ 
retary feels certain that the farmer is 
not getting his full share of the ad­ 
vance in prices. 
And y et he seems to 
be getting a pretty good share. 
The 
increase in the valuation of farm lands 
indicates as much. They sell for more 
because the crops raised on them bring 
more. To settle the q uestion one should 
know how' much of the money w’hich 
a city consumer pay s for a bushel of 
potatoes, for instance, goes 
to 
the 
grower, the railroad, the commission 
merchant and the city retailer. 
Then 
it would be possible to know' whether 
any of the middlemen were charging 
too much for their Indispensable serv 
ices. 
If It were to appear that the 
railroad charges were ex cessive they 
could be regulated by law. but no legis 
lature can dictate to wholesaler or re­ 
tailer the price he should ask, though 
the latter can be forced to give the 
honest measure he does not alway s 
give now’. 
It will take some time to 
collect the information the secretary 
of agriculture wants, but it would be 
so interesting and probably useful that 
he should not delay in sending out his 
agents to gather it in.

On the site of the town of 
Ijave, destroy ed six ty y ears ago, a 
forest has grown up containing mahog­ 
any trees with trunks ex ceeding ten 
feet in girth. 
Electric baking 
ovens have long 
been available, but their use has not 
spread very rapidly , probably because 
of the cost, or the difficulty of pro­ 
curing the req uisite current. 
In the 
little Swiss town of Kerns, where elec­ 
tric power is cheap, the electric bak­ 
ing oven has just been established in 
a satisfactory manner.

A n c i e n t H a b i t « S t i l l E n d u r e A m o n g 
. N a tiv e « o f R u r a l K o u m a n i a . 
Customs and habits directly trace­ 
able back to the end of the stone age 
are still observed by the inhabitants 
of the remoter parts of rural Rouma- 
nia, say s Dr. Emil Fischer of Bucha­ 
rest in the Umschau. 
The latest sta­ 
tistics show that there are still in Rou- 
mania over 54,000 cave dwellings in 
ex istence, in which a q uarter of a mil­ 
lion peasant folk live. 
These caves 
are almost as primitive in their ar­ 
rangements as the original cave dwell­ 
ings of the stone age. 
As recently -as in the eighties millet, 
the oldest Indo-Germanic grain, was 
still crushed in Roumania by means 
of hand mills and stored in peculiarly 
shaped granaries similar to those used 
by the natives of central Africa. 
To­ 
day the Roumanian peasants still use 
ancient plow's. 
At funerals a repast 
named coliba is partaken of consist­ 
ing of soaked and boiled corn the ex ­ 
act way corn w'as first prepared and 
eaten by the tribes of Europe.

to-day crabapples and wild 
pears are the only fruit known to the 
Roumanian peasant, and his vegeta­

THE GRAND JURY 
MAY TAKE IT UP 


Affairs of Basic Chemical Com­ 
pany In Limelight. 


MRS. JEWETT’S BOOKS SEIZED 


A Case Has Developed at Evansville 


Which, It Is Said, May Reveal Sev­ 


eral Exam ples of “High Finance” Be­ 


fore It Is Adjusted to the Satisfac­

Against M iss Jewitt and an Illinois 


Mining Company. 


Evansville, Ind., Feb. 19.—As a re­ 
sult of a civil suit just filed in the Van- 
derburg county circuit court by three 
of the principal stockholders of the 
company against Miss Martha P. Jew­ 
itt and the Robinson Mining company, 
whose mines are in Hardin county, Il­ 
linois, it is expected that the affairs of 
the Basic Chemical company of this 
city will be investigated by the grand 
jury. 
It is expected the case will 
show 
several 
examples 
of 
“high 
finance” before it is finally settled. 
The Cassius Miller family, living at 
Allegheny, Pa., holds 95 per cent of the 
stock of the Basic Chemical company. 
In the complaint filed against Miss 
Jewitt and the Robinson Mining com­ 
pany it is alleged in brief that large 
sums of money belonging to the Basic 
Chemical company have come into the 
hands of Miss Jewitt and have not 
been accounted for. 
The books of the company, which 
were obtained from Miss Jewitt’s home 
in Upper First street, are in a confused 
state, according to the attorneys for 
the plaintiffs. Cassius Miller, his wife 
and son, who are the plaintiffs In the 
suit, demand judgment from Miss Jew­ 
itt for $25,000, and the same amount 
from the Robinson Mining company. 
Accompanying the filing of the suit 
by the Millers here, their attorneys 
took other measures to obtain an ac­ 
counting from Miss Jewitt and to learn 
how she conducted the business of the 
company. To effect this end the postal 
authorities were ordered not to deliver 
mail to the Basic Chemical company 
to her. It developed that she had rent­ 
ed a private box at the postoffice and 
ordered the Basic Chemical company’s 
mail be put in there. Telegrams to the 
Basic Chemical company were deliv­ 
ered to her home. 
Walker & Walker, attorneys, have 
ordered the banks not to pay her mon­ 
ey on the Basic Chemical company 
checks. 
It is stated that in the accu­ 
mulated mail at the postoffice there are 
a number of letters and checks for the 
company. 
Tt is understood she has 
been making efforts to obtain this 
mail. Railroad and express companies 
here also have been notified not to de­ 
liver packages addressed to the Basic 
Chemical company to Miss Jewitt.

Senator Wainwright or none of the 
other senators apparently remembered 
that an hour previously, Lewis E. Carr 
had asked Senator Conger: 
“Did the 
instructions from your brother Frank 
go far enough to indicate to you what 
division, if any, w’as to be made of the 
$4,000?” 
“No, sir.” 
“Then, so far as your instructions 
went and so far as your information 
went, you had no knowledge of what 
was to be the ultimate destination of 
the $1,000?” 
“No, sir.” 
Senator Conger also stated he did 
not remember who in Albany was re­ 
sponsible for the $10,000 demand made 
on the bridge companies at their m eet­ 
ing in Syracuse in 1905. 
Senator Conger has not indicated 
who got any of the funds since 1901, 
except the contribution made to Col. 
George W. Dunn, as chairman of the 
Republican state committee in 1902.

In a recent experim ent to determ ine 
the relative value of oats as feed for 
horses, six m ature grade Percheron 
geldings were fed on a basal ration of 
clover and tim othy hay, three receiv 
ing oats and the other three corn as 
a supplemental ration. E stim ating the 
corn to be worth 40 cents per bushel, 
oats 30 cents per bushel, and hay $8 
per ton, it was found that the average 
cost of food per hour of work was 3.3 
cents for the corn-fed horse and 4.54 
cents for those fed oats. 
The use of 
corn to the exclusion of other grain 
for a period of forty-eight w’eeks was 
found not to be detrim ental to the 
health of work horses, and ‘they en­ 
dured hard work 
during

oats.

How to lit*«*p { p«-nm. 
There is no better way of holding 
cream from one day to another than 
to ru n it over a cooler immediately as 
it comes from the separator, cooling it 
thereby to some 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 
It will be well to skim the first lot 
of cream very rich, about 40 per cent 
fat. 
Then cool this to a iowr tem pera­ 
ture and hold it cold until the second 
day. 
The cream separated on the sec­ 
ond day may be som ewhat thinner, 
containing from 25 to 30 per cent fat. 
This may be run directly into the cold, 
rich cream of the previous day and the 
two lots thoroughly mixed. 
After the m ixture has stood an hour 
or so it ought to be tested both for 
fat and acidity. 
If it has a slow acid­ 
ity near three-tenths of 1 per cent, a 
starter m ay be used. A fter m ixing the 
sta rte r with the cream ripen it at 65 
to 70 degrees until the acidity reaches 
about five-tenths of 1 per cent. 
The cream ought then to bo cooled 
to about 50 degrees and held at this 
tem perature u n t i l . it is churned. 
Sweet cream from clean milk ought 
to keep w ithout deterioration for tw en­ 
ty-four hours, and if this is mixed W’ith 
cream fresh from the separator the 
m ixture should stand from six to ten 
hours, with an occasional stirrin g so 
as to ripen uniformly. 
If you do not do this the older cream 
may churn before the 
fresh 
cream 
when they are mixed together, and u n ­ 
der such conditions there may be a 
large loss of butter in the butterm ilk.

which it is especially dangerous when 
it affects anim als th a t are valued, like 
dairy cows, because an im portant ar­ 
ticle of food, like milk, is produced 
within and is daily draw’n from their 
Jiving bodies for long periods of time, 
this (oncealed character m ust be re­ 
garded as one of the im portant facts 
about the disease, and as too m any 
persons are inclined to take for g ran t­ 
ed th at a dairy herd is free from tu ­ 
berculosis simply because the cows of 
which it is made up look and act like 
healthy animals, it seems desirable to 
clearly define this concealed charac­ 
ter. 
Tuberculosis may be acute and pro­ 
gress rapidly from 
infection to death. 
But this is very rare. 
More commonly 
it is an insidious, slowly progressive, 
chronic disease, the 
beginning 
and 
early stages of w’hich are rarely rec­ 
ognized. 
It m ay attac k and rem ain 
confined to any one p art of the body; 
it may attack m any parts in succes­ 
sion, one after the other, or it may a t­ 
tack several or m any parts sim ulta­ 
neously. 
Its encroachm ents 
are so 
gradual th a t the body can adjust or 
adapt itself to the changes the dis­ 
ease causes until they have become 
very extensive, without giving exter­ 
nal evidences of the struggle to do so, 
and often the disease progresses to 
nearly its fatal term ination in cattle 
w ithout .showing a well-defined symp­ 
tom or an observable sign of its pres­ 
e n c e —F arm ers and D rovers’ Journal.

But where he made a m istake was 
In putting potatoes on that lot the next 
season.

planting the same crop— potatoes. The 
other day I passed th a t way, and I 
never saw a more completely demoral­ 
ized piece of land than th at was. 
The 
outlook for a crop was dubious indeed. 
One year more and the white bean 
period will have been reached. 
Now, if th at m an had just taken off 
one, or at most two, crops and then 
seeded the land down it would have 
been p, good piece of ground for m any 
years. 
If I ever had a m arked exam­ 
ple of w hat continuous cropping will 
do for a field it was right there, 
it 
pays ro adopt a good rotation —pays 
tiie m an who owns the land row and 
the one who will be its m aster to-mor­ 
row.— A gricultural Epitom ist.
